The Flood of '96

ggering 9.9 inches of rain 
over a four-day stretch caused the 
worst flooding “in memory,” 
according to Wilmington Depart- 
ment of Public Works Superinten- 
dent Bob Palmer, a 44-year town 
employee. 

“I think this is probably our 
worst, as far as water goes, in 
memory.” Palmer said, adding 
that a 1954 hurricane may have 
produced similar excesses of wat- 
er but that at that time there was 
more open space for it to go to. 

The flooding as of Wednesday 

afternoon was still leaving a wake 
of flooded basements, closed 
roads. detours, traffic’ and general 
avation. 
Wednesday afternoon, 
the rains had stopped, the 
town’s culverts and natural water- 
ways were choked but flowing, 
slowly trying to relieve the 
severely heightened flow imposed 
on them 

“Is crested now, and now it’s 
starting to drain,” Palmer said. 

Still, Wildwood Street, over 
which the Maple Meadow Brook 
spilled, remained closed, as did 
the lesser traveled but more aptly 
nar than ever Canal Street. 
The Wilmington side of Nichols 
Street way reopened Wednesday, 
though the Tewksbury end _re- 
mained shut 

Closed as of Tuesday were 
Nichols. Wildwood and Canal, as 
well as Phillips Avenue and big 
chunks of Main Street, which was 
blocked at the intersection of 
Route 62 on one end and on 


Route 129 at Parker Street and 
Main at the intersection of Butters 
Row on the other. Traffic bound 
for the center of town was divert- 
ed over Cross, Parker and Adams 
streets to Route 62 and back to 
Main. 

While the state blocked off 
Route 38, Palmer's crews were 
charged with closing town roads, 
which were then manned by police 
for traffic control. Deputy Police 
Chief Bernard Nally said his de- 
partment had to hire in 4-5 addi- 
tional off-duty officers per shift to 
handle the traffic needs. 

“When you start diverting 
Route 38 traffic onto back roads 
you get utter chaos.” Nally said 
“That's probably the most de- 
touring we've had to do as far as I 
can remember. It’s been many 
years since we've had that prob- 
tem with the Main Street.” 

On Federal Street. where new 
culverts were installed in 1980 to 
help the Maple Meadow pass, the 
road flooded for the first time 
since the new pipes went in. 

But a lot of firsts were happen- 
ing, most notably with basements 
flooding. 

Fire Chief Dan Stewart. who 
said his department had also to 
hire in off-duty personnel, said 
{wo crews working non-stop and 
just Wednesday getting caught up, 
Pumped 80 flooded basements, in 
all sections of the town. Many of 
those, he said, were flooded for 
the first time. All had at least 
four inches of water. 

Across town, the rains and 


flooding produced safety prob- 
lems and frayed nerves, though 
the town seems to have dealt well 
with the natural obstacles. 

Nally said his department ex- 
Perienced no problems with in- 
creased crime, which was a con- 
cer. Stewart said detours were a 
potential hazard for rescues but no 
problems arose. 

Several images do persist as re- 
inders of the worst flooding in 
Wilmington in the memories of 
most: 

*A woman drove past the 
barrier on Nichols Street and into 
several feet of water. Police and 
fire personnel rescued the woman 
using a small boat and the car was 
left there temporarily 

*Commuters wading through 
knee-deep water to get to the train 
at the town center 

* Those taking trains probably 
fared better than those in cars, as 
detours caused huge delays. At 
2:00 on Tuesday, cars on Adams 
Street trying to get to Route 62 
were backed up as far as Chandler 
Road, and by 5:00 the line 
stretched to Parker. 

* At least three cars were dis- 
abled after driving through Maple 
Meadow Brook, which flowed 
freely over Wildwood Street. The 
street was later added to the list of 
those closed. 

* And as of Wednesday, the 
Wilmington Water Department 
lay completely surrounded by 
water. Employees there were get- 
ting to and from the office by.

Center committee stalled from the start

Michael Newhouse was elected 
chairman and Ray Forest vice 
chairman of the new Wilmington 
Town Center Committee, which 
held its inaugural meeting Thurs- 
day afternoon in Room 9 of the 
Town Hall. 

The committce, established to 
take on the 30-year question of 
what to do to revitalize the town 
center, briefly discussed some of 
the key issues confronting them, 
including a proposal to construct 
an expanded commuter rail park- 
ing lot with retail uses. 

That commuter rail proposal is 
currently at a standstill, said com- 
mittee member and chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen Jim Roon- 
ey. According to Rooney, the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority has been slow to act on 
the proposal. 

“There isn’t anything new that 
has happened since last spring,” 
Rooney said. 

Town manager Michael Caira, 
who at Rooney's request chaired 
the first meeting, until the com- 
mittee held its election, said he 
feels that the town needs to take a 
more proactive stance with the 
MBTA. 

“I think we have to decide what 
to do,” said Caira, adding “They 
want something, we want some- 
thing.” 

Committee member Lynn Dun- 
can, who is the director of plan- 
ning and conservation for the 
town, raised a question concerning 
whether a public hearing would 
take place on the proposed expan- 
sion. Rooney said he believes that 
a hearing should be postponed 
until the town receives additional 
information from the MBTA. 


“You can't have a public hear- 
ing for the sake of having a public 
hearing,” he said. 

But Caira did admit that he was 
not sure whether the majority of 
citizens favor the station proposal. 

Meanwhile, committee member 
Diane Allan pointed out that the 
MBTA needs to be made aware of 
other community projects under- 
way. Allan said she believes that 
the MBTA needs to be informed 
of the issues surrounding other 
community redevelopment proj- 
ects, such as the time frame of the 
Route 38 corridor sewer project. 

The timing of sewer construc- 
tion near the commuter rail sta- 
tion should coincide with expan- 
sion plans, said committee mem- 
ber Noel Baratta, who is also 
chairman of the Wilmington Wat- 
er and Sewer Commission. 

Baratta argued that it would not 
be efficient to dig up the roads 
lining the commuter rail station

When retirees move out of state, do 
their pensions follow them? And what 
are their tax obligations? Until the begin- 
ning of this year, their home states were 
reaching out to tax that money. Califor- 
nia, for instance, claimed it had only 
deferred taxes on the portion of compen- 
sation that would be paid as a pension. 


Thanks to the Pension Income Taxa- 
tion Limits Act signed early this year, 
states are generally prohibited from tax- 
ing retirement income of a nonresident 
of the state. (The lay covers payments 
after December 31 of last year; some 
stales may try to collect for previous 
pension income.) 


The law protects all distributions from 
qualified pension and profit-sharing plans 
and even, in certain cases, those from 
nonqualitied plans. But the more arcane 
fequirements to shelter income from 
nonqualified plans may complicate pen- 
sion and benefit decisions for both com- 
panies and their highly compensated 
workers.

Over the last eight years I have 
actively pursued every permit and 
requirement necessary to con- 
struct a sewer main to family 
owned property located on Dor- 
chester Street. As part of the pro- 
cess the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission is requiring that I 
obtain a favorable vote from the 
voters of Wilmington, prior to 
petitioning the State Legislature, 
all in accordance with the Massa- 
chusetts Constitution. (Very simi- 
lar to Article 35 that was approv- 
ed at last year’s Town Meeting.) 

A yes vote will allow for the 
proposed sewer extension, as per- 
mitted by the WCC and approved 
by the water and sever commis- 
sion and their sewer consultants, 
Fay, Spofford & Thorndike, to be 
constructed within the private dirt 
roadway now existing, rather than 
directly through the bordering 
vegetated wetland along the dirt 
road. 

The estimated $50,000 cost to 
construct this sewer main will be 
totally funded with private money 
and will not cost the town or 
people of Wilmington a single 
dime. All of the abutters who live 


adjacent to Third Avenue have all 
released easements to allow for 
the 1,035 feet of sewer main to be 
constructed. The petition filed has 
been signed by all of the abutters 
that now live adjacent to Third 
Avenue. 

All of the homes in this section 
of town are ail forced to rely on 
their own private septic system, 
which are all located within the 
Shawsheen River Watershed. If 
their septic systems were to fail, 
their only resolution is to repair 
the septic system in accordance 
with the new Title V regulations 
most recently adopted. 

A yes vote will allow for sew- 
er expansion and provide an op- 
portunity for homeowners to uti- 
lize a valuable service that cur- 
rently does not exist.

ANSWER: A bond may be 
provided to guarantee the pub- 
lic that a business will meet its 
obligations. A messenger ser- 
vice may operate a “bonded” 
service. All of its employees 
are bonded to assure its cus- 
tomers that any losses from 
infidelity will be paid. 

A “bonded” warehouse may 
have a bond that does more 
than one thing. It may store 
goods for overseas shipping on 
which there would be no duty 
if shipped as intended. The 
bond would guarantee payment 
of any duties or penalties if the 
property is not handled as 
required. It may also secure a 
bond to guarantee its cus- 
tomers that any obligation to 
them would be paid.

Tax work off 

Residents of Wilmington 60 years 
of age and over who live in their 
own home and have a financial 
need, with a problem paying real 
estate taxes, may qualify for the 
Senior Citizen Tax work off 
Program. Applications for the 
program are available at the Senior 
Citizen Center,that will list the type 
of work you can apply for and the 
department where the jobs are. 

The application is a simple 
confidential form. It requires your 
name, address, age and a few lines 
on your experience for any of the 
work in 1997. It entails 100 hours 
at $5 an hour for a reduction of 
$500 from your 1997 tax bill. The 
final date for filing an application 
is Friday,October 25. 

The Senior Citizen Center is 
located on School Street opposite 
the common and is open from 9 to 
4:30 daily. 

Fuel assistance 

Applications for fuel assistance 
will be accepted at the Senior 
Center starting Tuesday, Nov. 5. 
Those who are going to apply and 
receive a Social Security and 
pension check through the mail on 
Monday, Nov. 4 should take them 
to the center and copies will be 
made. If you cash them without 
making a copy, it will take another 
month before your application can 
be submitted. Seniors on SSI 
automatically qualify for fucl 
assistance, but copies of all checks 
are necessary to apply. 

The fuel program is one of the 
only Federal programs that will 
not deduct other expenses from the 
total amount of your income. The 
program is figured on the gross 
amount of Social Security you 
receive.

O'Donnell said she will be ana- 
lyzing the test results with the 
Wilmington administrative team 
over the next few weeks and will 
provide reports and recommenda- 
tions at the next regularly sched- 
uled school committee meetings. 

“Our first steps in our analysis 
will be to look at student perfor- 
mance over time, examining the 
major curriculum areas in depth,” 
O'Donnell said. “We also have to 
examine our own expectations and 
ask ourselves if our students are 
where we want them to be, and if 
not, what needs to be done in the 
areas of curriculum and staff 
development to reach our expecta- 
tions.” 

O'Donnell added that the results 
show the “tremendous effort of 
our teachers in classrooms with 
large teacher/student ratios. 

“The overall positive results 
may also reflect the improvements 
in textbook adoptions over the last 
two years compared to materi 
in use in classrooms in 1994, 
said. 

The results of the tests, reported 
for all school systems statewide in 
reading, mathematics, science and 

studies were recently re- 
leased by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education as the final 
year of MEAP testing. A new 
testing system program that cor- 
relates to the new statewide cur- 
riculum frameworks is currently 
under development. 

The 1996 test results can be 
compared to the test administered 
in 1994 except in the area of writ- 
ing, which was not scored on a 
separate test category in 1996. 
Students answered a combination 
of open-ended and multiple choice 
questions. 

As in 1994, the open-ended 
questions comprised 30 percent of 
the school score, and provided 
much of the information used to 
develop proficiency level descrip- 
tions used to report school results.

Football 
team 
blows out 
Amesbury

Even though the statistics are 
deceiving, that was far from the 
case as the Wilmington High 
School football team continued its 
undefeated season as it pummeled 
the Fighting Indians of Amesbury. 
on their turf, 47-7 on a cold and 
windy Saturday afternoon. 

Wilmington jumped out to a 
quick 27-0 lead in just a lithe more 
than a quarter of play. The Cats 
offense was potent and unstoppable 
even though they faced an Ames- 
bury squad that had a paper thin 
defense. 

Going through the box score, the 
stats seem as if Wilmington was the 
one who got blown out. Check out 
these stats: out of 100 total plays in 
the game, Amesbury's offense ran 
70 of them. Amesbury had more 
first downs (15-9) than Wilming- 
ton, but Wilmington gained more 
yards on the ground as a team than 
Amesbury did (308-293). The big- 
gest margin for Amesbury came 
when they had possession of the 
ball 27:56 compared to Wilming- 
ton's 12:04 throughout the entire 
game. 

One more stat to throw al ya, 
Amesbury had II series and they 
scored just once, Wilmington, on 
the other hand had nine series and 
they scored on seven of them - and 
of the seven series in which Wil- 
mington danced in the end zone, 
none of them lasted more than four 
plays from the line of scrimmage. 

The win kept Wilmington un- 
defeated with an 6-0 overall record 
and the Cats moved up in the 
Boston Globe Top Twenty Poll to 
number cleven in Eastern Mass. 
This Saturday, the team returns 
home to Alumni Field to take on a 
tough offensive team in Lynnfield. 
Wilmington beat Lynnfield last 
year, 39-27 in a wild, back-and- 
forth mud-infested game. 

Head coach Bob Almeida knows 
his team has its work cut out for 
them with the next two games 
pretty tough with North Andover 
(6-0) after Lynnfield (5-1), but he 
liked what he saw in the Amesbury 
victory. 

“I knew the kids were going to 
come out flying. Icould tell that 
in warm-ups. Last week they were 
a little flat and [on Saturday] the 
kids were really pumped up and 
that really helped in the beginn- 
ing.” Almeida said. 

Besides Wilmington's seven 
touchdowns, the big story in the 
game was the incredible work by 
Amesbury's back Carlton Ander- 
son, who tacked up 246 rushing 
yards on 37 carries. 

“That kid was unbelievable. He is 
one of the best backs in the Cape 
Ann League,” Almeida said. 

When told that Anderson chalked 
up 246 yards against Almeida's 
perennial powerhouse defense, Al- 
meida responded with, “Now I'm 
more impressed with him. He had 
a fantastic day - we had problems 
containing him. We had problems 
with the cut-back move, but we 
will work on that.” 

Wilmington did come out flying. 
For the first time in the season, 
Wilmington returned the ball to 
Start a game. Jamie Campbell got 
the team rolling with a 30-yard 
kick-off return to put the ball at 
the Wilmington 47-yard line. 

Eleven minutes and sixteen se- 
conds later, Tim Gillis completed a 
pass to older brother Rich for a 
two-point conversion catch making 
it 27-0 with 8:44 left in the first 
half. 

And in between that was a 5-yard 
touchdown run by Rich Gilli 
67-yard touchdown run by P.J. 
Heffernan; a 54 yard ion TD 
by Campbell from Tim Gillis and a

12-yard TD run from Billy Harri- 
son - all of those came on Wil- 
mington's first four possessions. 

“We did some good things offen- 
sively,” Almeida said. “We were 
not trying to run up the score - we 
would not try to embarrass another 
team. We didn't mean to get that 
last touchdown.” 

When asked about his quarter- 
back really improved his play, 
Almeida replied, “Timmy Gillis 
really stepped it up today. I told 
him before the game that he had to 
step it up and he did. The touch- 
down pass was really impressive 
especially since he was going 
against the wind.” 

Wilmington's first touchdown 
came when Rich Gillis carried 
three Amesbury defenders on his 
back into the end zone for a 5-yard 
TD run, making it 6-0 with 8:18 
left in the first quarter. Scan 
Kerrigan returned from his back 
injury and he nailed the PAT. 

After holding Amesbury to 
three-and-out series, PJ. Heffernan 
took the ball on a sweep play from 
the Wilmington 23-yard line on a 
third-and-fourth call and he ran to 
the outside, following his blockers 
very well once again and ran down 
for a 67-yard TD making it 13-0. 

Amesbury once again went 
three-and-out and Wilmington once 
again put more points on the 
board. After gaining just a yard on 
two run plays, Almeida decided to 
mix it up as Tim Gillis lofted a 
beautiful spiral into the wind and 
into the hands of Jamie Campbell at 
the Amesbury 22-yard line, but 
Campbell trotted into the end zone 
to put the game away at 19-0 with 
1:51 left in the first quarter. 

For the third consecutive time, 
Amesbury was held to three- 
and-out . Wilmington took over at 
their own 43-yard line and Kerri- 
gan gained two yards on the first 
play from scrimmage to close out 
the first quarter. After Kerrigan 
was stopped at the line of scrim- 
mage to open the second quarter, 
Harrison took a hand-off, stopped 
and threw to Rich Gillis for a 43 
yard gain, setting up a first down 
at the Amesbury 12. Harrison 
found the end zone going back- 
wards on the next play on a terrific 
option pitch from Tim Gillis. 

Wilmington added two more 
points when Tim Gillis found his 
brother Rich wide open in the end 
zone on a play action fake, making 
the score 27-0. 

Amesbury then scored their lone 
touchdown of the game as they 
controlled the ball from the 8:44 
mark until 0:40 mark left in the 
first half. Anderson carried the 
ball 16 times in the 18 play series, 
gaining all but one yard which 
Started from Amesbury's 15-yard 
line. 

Rich Gillis, Harrison and Jim 
O'Donnell all found the end zone 


in the second half to close out the 
blowout. 

On the day, Harrison and Rich 
Gillis had two touchdowns cach. 
Harrison gained 143 yards on six 
carries and he has at least gained 
100 yards in all but one game this 
season. He now has 782 yards 
tushing and nine touchdowns in 
just six games. 

Harrison's 43-yard pass kept him 
perfect throwing the ball this 
season as he is 2-for-2 on halfback 
option calls for 110 yards. 

Rich Gillis on the other hand, 
scored two more TDs himself and 
that has him on a very impressive 
streak of scoring two touchdowns 
in each of his last three games. 
Rich has now chalked up 381 yards 
on the ground and 192 in receiving 
yards. 

Playing well defensively for the 
Cats in the win over Amesbury 
were Pat O'Toole, Adam Mazza 
(blocked punt) and Dave DeAmato, 
who continues to be the team's best 
defender against the pass.

Program (which serves youths 
in hard to reach areas such as 
housing developments and 
migrant farm communities) and 
the Youth Protection Program 
(which instructs both adults and 
youths in the awareness and 
prevention of child abuse), 
along with millions of volunteer 
hours, tons of food collected for 
food banks, and summer camp 
programs for youths at risk.

Are they losing their bright 
colors and are the pages turning 
yellow? If the answer is yes, 
remove the pictures now and 
start considering the alterna- 
tives for preserving them. 

Are your pictures in sleeve 
style albums, three per page, 
page after page?
